The Government 
and the Union Pacific?A 


Proposition for a Compromise. 


The Union 
Pacific Railroad 
I'om- 


pany yesterday, through its Presideut, 
Sydney 
Dillon, submitted 
a formal 


proposition to compromise 
all existing 


differences between 
the company 
and 


the Government. 
The proposition 
is 


prefaced withan expression 
of the pro- 


found regret of the Directors 
at the 
existing differences 
between the Gov- 


ernment and the company, 
and 
the 
wish of the latter to do everything 
in 


their power to reimburse 
the Govern- 


ment so far as they can antl as speed- 
ily as 
may 
be, 
oh 
every dollar ad- 
vanced 
from 
the National Treasury. 
The 
company 
also 
express 
a keen 


sense of tue disadvantages 
they incur, 


both in popular esteem and 
pecuniar- 
ily, by 
being 
in conflict with their 


great benefactor, 
tlie General 
Govern- 
ment, and their desire 
to establish 


such 
relations 
of mutual 
Irust and 
confidence as will best 
secure 
the de- 


mands of the Government 
aud at the 


same time promote 
tlie prosperity of 


the company. 
Tlie proposition 
is us 


follows: The Union Pacific Company 
proposes 
to pay into the treasury of 


the United States 
$500,(JU0 per annum 


each first day of July, beginning with 
1875, aud to continue the payment for 
twenty years, and 
thereafter 
on each 


first day of July the payment shall be 
$750,000; and the money so paid shall 
be held by the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury as a sinking fund to the credit of 
the Union Pacific Company, specially 
devoted to the extinction of the Gov- 
ernment mortgage?the 
interest there- 


on to be reckoned 
at 
l> per cent, per 


annum, lawful money, payable semi- 
annually, and the 
accruing 
interest 


each half year to be carried to the ac- 
count 
of 
the sinking 
fund, 
to the 


credit of the Union Pacific 
Company; 


and 
this 
annual 
payment 
by 
the 


company shall be continued 
without 


delay or default until the amount to 
the credit 
of the company 
in the 


Secretary 
of the Treasury 
shall 
be 


equal to the full amount of the Gov-' 
ernment mortgage, reckoned tit simple 
interest to the same date. 
The Gov- 


ernment 
lien now existing is to re- 


main 
as security for the 
discharge of 


their obligation, to be cancelled when 
the sinking fund thus created 
shall 


equal the 
mortgages 
of the Govern- 


ment reckoned 
at simple 
interest, at 


which time said sinking fund shall be 
transferred 
to and shall 
vest 
in the 


United States; and thispayment shall 
be in full discharge of all obligations 
due from the com puny to the Govern- 
ment. 
The Secretary is asked, should 


this proposition meet 
bin approval, to 


lay it before Congress 
and 
ask their 


action upon it. 


Some 
Simple Experiments. 


Place a tobacco-pipe 
in sucli a posi- 


tion on tlie edge of the table that if it 
were left unsupported 
it would fall to 


tlie ground. 
A poker 
may now be 


suspended 
from the pipe in such a way 


that the weight of the poker will be 
sustained 
by the pipe. 
The looped 


strilitr hy 
whioL the 
poller hangs 


should be aa close as possible 
to the 
bowl of the pipe, and 
the end of tho 


poker must fall under 
the edge of the 


table. 
The centre 
of gravity in this 


case is below the centre of suspension, 
and 
the 
pipe consequently 
supports 


the poker. 


2. If a little thread be well soaked in 


a strong solution of salt and wator and 
then 
dried 
and 
tied to a ring, not 


much larger than a wedding-ring; you 
may 
apply 
the flame of a candle to 


the thread, which willburn it to ashes, 
and yet it willsustain the ring. 
The 


coh ension 
of the fibrous 
particles of 


the thread 
having been 
destroyed 
by 


the 
action 
of the flame, 
tlie ring is 


suspended 
by the cohesion of the par- 
ticles of salt. 


3. Wrap 
a 
piece of clean 
writing 


paper about the cylindrical 
handle of 


the poker, and tlie paper may be held 
over the flame of the lamp or candle 
for some 
time without being in the 


slightest degree injured or burnt; now 
wrap a similar piece of paper around a 
cylinder of wootl and hold it over the 
flame, which will burn it almost 
in- 


iustantly. 
This 
experiment 
shows 


the difference, between the conducting 
Eowers 


of metal 
aud wood, the heat 


eing conducted 
away from the paper 


by the iron almost as rapidly 
as com- 


municated, while wootl, being a bail 
conductor, 
takes fire almost 
immedi- 


ately. 


4. Suspend 
a poker by two strings- 


and insert the extremities of them in 
the ears. 
A blow given to the poker 


will produce, through the medium of 
the strings, asou lidequal to that of a 
great bell. 


This shows that the vibrations given 


to the metallic 
mass 
of the poker by 


the blow are much more readily com- 
municated 
to the ear by the strings 


than through 
the air. 
Thus, on the 


same principle, the boiling of a kettle, 
inaudible in the air, may be distinctly 
heard, 
even from the beginning, by 


resting one end of the poker on the 
vessel and applying 
the other to the 


ear. 
So, also, the beating of a watcli 


C 


laced 
at 
one extremity of a long 


earn of timber may be heard through 


the timber 
at the other end of the 


beam, by one holding his ear to the 
wood, although it is inaudible in the 
air. 


5. Place in a small glass bottle hot 


water near the boiling point, colored a 
deep carmine 
with cochineal; 
place 


the same in the bottom of a glass jar 
of cold water. 
Immediately tlie light, 


hot, colored water in the phial will 
be displaced by the heavier cold water 
in the jar, and will ascend 
in beauti- 


ful crimson 
clouds 
to the top of the 
jar.
